THE  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  HOLY  WEEK 

With  the  solemn  chant  of  the  Passion  on  this  Palm  Sumlav. 
the  Clinrch  enters  iij)on  another  Holy  Week.  Through  the 
I)ageantry  of  tlie  sacred  liturgy,  the  Church  relives  again  the 
scenes  of  the  lirst  and  memorable  Holy  Week.  She  commem¬ 
orates  the  passion  and  death  of  her  Beloved  Spouse.  Her 
language  is  not  in  the  ])ast  tense,  but  in  the  present,  as  if 
every  Holy  Week  with  its  sorrowful  memories  were  being  ob¬ 
served  for  the  first  time.  Clothed  in  the  jiurple  robes  of 
penance  and  mourning,  the  Church  again  follows  the  bloody 
path  of  Christ  as  He  passes  from  the  shadowy  depths  of  the 
Garden  of  Olives  to  the  dull,  somber,  stony  heights  of  Calviiry, 
the  j)lace  of  skulls,  the  scene  of  execution. 


SUFFERING  WITH  JESUS 

Learn  resignation  from  Christ  in  His  agony  in  the  Garden: 
“Lord,  not  my  will,  but  Thine  be  done.”  Sutfering  will  always 
remain  suffering;  but  the  thought  of  uniting  our  own  cross 
to  that  of  our  Saviour  transforms  pain  so  greatly  that  Calvary 
has  been  made  more  a  Thabor  than  a  Calvary.  “God  brings 
good  out  of  evil,”  is  the  constant  refrain  of  Christian  saints 
and  thinkers.  And  so  to  St.  Augustine  evil  was  a  proof  that 
“God  writes  straight  with  crooked  lines — even  sins.”  And  to 
Francis  Thomiison  sulfering  was  but  “the  shade  of  His  hand 
on ts t re ti‘ li ed  ca  r ress i n g iy . ”
